More  reasons  for  the  depletion 
of  block  seating  for  the  Wyoming 
football  game  have  come  to  light 
since  the  decision  was  made  late 
Tuesday  night. 

Student  Athletic  Board  Chair- 
man John  Hawkins  lold  the  Daily 
Universe  that  his  board  was  faced 
; with  the  task  of  distributing  about 
7,000  tickets  on  block  seating  to 
meet  an  anticipated  demand  of  ap- 
proximately 12,000  students. 

The  only  alternative  available  to 
keep  block  seating  for  the  game 
would  have  been  to  cut  off  about 
half  of  the  groups  that  have  had 
block  seating  in  the  past,  The 
Board  said. 

VOTE  CHANGED 

Although  an  initial  vote  was  3-2 
to  retain  block  seating  by  the  tic- 
ket body,  when  they  became  aware 
of  additional  farts,  two  votes 
changed  making  it  4-1  in  favor  of 
not  having  block  seating,  Mr.  Haw- 
kins said. 

BYU  General  Ticket  Office  of- 
ficial said  that  his  office  did  not 
make  the  decisions  concerning  how 
many  tickets  would  be  available, 
but  this  was  decided  bv  the  Uni- 
versity Athletic  Board,  headed  by 
Floyd  J.  Millet.

Assemblyman  Mark  Howard  re- 
ported there  were  about  15.000 
seats  on  the  East  side  of  Cougar 
Stadium.  He  said  students  would 
receive  about  1.000  for  special 
groups  (card  section  and  band) 
plus  the  other  7,000  for  general 
students  (these  would  have  been 
,for  block  seating  use). 

I Assemblyman  Howard  reported 
that  5,918  of  the  remaining  tickets 
would  go  to  faculty,  staff,  and 
family  (a  subs'antial  increase  over 
[the  Homecoming  game  allotment) 
land  about  1,500  for  the  ov'erflow 
of  the  Geneva  Steelworkers  Comp- 
any group  of  7,500. 

ASBYU  President  Lynn  Soufham 
said  Tuesday  that  he  was  not 
informed  about  the  overflow  of 
tickets  when  he  told  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse Monday  that  the  General 
Tickets  would  only  be  in  the  re- 
served secions. 

The  General  Ticket  Office  of- 
ficial said  that  normally  about 
1.000  to  1.500  on  the  students  side 
are  sold  for  general  admission  or 
reserved  tickets  to  the  public  any- 
way.

We’re  always  happy  to  alter  a view — 
esi)ecially  when  we  have  more  facts  on  the 
subject. 

That’s  the  ixjsition  we  find  ourselves  in 
on  the  Student  Athletic  Board  decision  to 
cancel  block  seating  for  the  Wyoming  game. 

Although  Communication  was  slow  in 
coming,  we  are  happy  to  learn  and  liave 
students  and  faculty  know  the  real  reasons 
beliind  the  decision.  The  misuse  of  the  block 
seating  system  was  only  one  factor  in  the 
final  decision  to  nix  block  seating  for  this 
week. 

One  of  the  biggest  problems  staring  the 
Board  in  the  fac-e  was  how  to  distribute 
7.000  tickets  to  12,000  students  on  their 
ordinary  block  seating  plan. 

Had  they  decided  to  keep  block  seating 
and  cut  off  half  the  groups  who  wei*e  issued 
i)lock  seating — or  cut  all  groups  allotment 
to  half  or  less — ^imagine  the  hue  and  cry 
that  would  have  been  raised  by  the  students. 

Tlie  letters  to  the  editor  that  have  l>een 
trickling  in  to  us  would  have  become  a 
land-slide. 

And  how  would  the  Student  Athletic 
Board  decide  who  to  kee\)  for  block  seating. 
Should  the  IK’s  get  block  tickets  instead 


of  The  Spurs?  Circle  K over  Sportswomen? 
Cougar  Club  over  Young  Men? 

Slashing  tl>e  block  groups  to  half  or 
1 ^ . >f  their  noi*miil  allotmenl.s  would  have 
i ’.ted  some  angry  ticket  chaii-men  and 
even  angrier  giouj)  nieml>ers  and  disrup- 
tions in  group  activ'ities. 

Everyone  who  wants  to  go  see  the  Wy- 
oming game  Satmday  will  get  in  Uie  Sta- 
dium— of  that  we  ai-e  sure. 

But  it  is  a shame  that  two  facts,  a W- 
zarre  set  of  oircumulance  on  the  big  game 
of  the  >ear.  and  student.-;  al>use  of  a fairly 
efficient  student  distribution  .s\'«tem.  have 
l)revented  bloc-k  seating  for  tlie  Vi’yoniing 
game.

But  tile  attitude  of  the  l>est  interests  of 
the  students  seems  to  prei’ail  wiUi  the  Stu- 
dent Athletic  Board.  And  we’re  cei-tain  tliat 
as  they  keep  working  at  it,  a ticket  distri- 
liutioii  policy  will  emerge  that  will  satisfy 
the  majority — certainly  never  all — students.

STUDENT  ATHLETIC  BOARD 


The  Student  Athletic  Board  has 
received  much  criticism  the  past 
few  days.  Perhaps  some  of  it  is 
justified  but  the  majority  is  not. 
Especially  the  letter  to  the  editor 
that  accused  them  of  being  indol- 
ent and  slothful.  The  Board  may 
make  mistakes  in  judgment,  but 
they  cannot  justly  be  accused  of 
being  indolent. 

Perhaps  some  explanation 
needs  to  be  given  as  to  what 
members  of  the  Athletic  Board 
do.  It  is  a conservative  estimate 
to  say  each  member  spends  at 
lea.st  17  hours  a week  working 
with  tickets. 

If  anyone  doubts  this,  Pm  sure 
any  member  will  let  you  follow 
them  around  for  one  week.  When 
block  seating  is  given  out,  they 
spend  hours  blocking  out  the  sec- 
tions the  groups  will  be  given  and 
dividing  the  tickets  into  corre- 
sponding bundles.  They  then 
make  arrangements  for  handing 
the  tickets  out  both  at  the  game 
and  before  the  game. 
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They  receive  countless  calls 
from  individuals  concerned  with 
the  ticket  prf^lem.  They  work  on 
methods  for  improving  the  hand- 
ing out  of  tickets.  0\’er  the  last 
two  years,  the  athletic  board  has 
considered  hundreds  of  sugges- 
tion for  improving  the  ticket  pol- 
icy. 

I'hey  have  spent  hours  uith  the 
athletic  department  working  the 
problem  out.  They  weigh  the  ad- 
vantages of  an  idea  and  try  to 
incorporate  the  good  points.  Nine 
tenths  of  all  suggestions  given  to 
the  board  have  already  been  con- 
sidered. 

The  original  idea  of  block  seat- 
ing came  from  the  Athletic  Board. 
From  the  outset  one  of  the  main 
objections  to  block  seating  was 
the  worry  that  the  ticket  would 
be  misused  as  they  have  been. 
However,  at  the  time  it  was  felt 
that  the  plan  was  worth  trying  bf- 
cause  the  students  wouldn't  abuse 
the  system. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  Bome 
students  have  abused  it.  Block 
seating  has  not  permanently  been 
done  away  with.  However,  if  the 
students  continue  to  abuse  the  pol- 
icy, block  eating  may  be  done 
away  with. 

We  should  thank  the  Student 
Athletic  Board  instead  of  condem- 
ning them.

It  is  a private 
corporation  assisted  by  a grant  of 
$77,000  from  federal  and  private 
sources. 

RECOGNIZED  LEADER 

“BYU  was  selected  as  the  cen- 
ter for  tlie  project  because  it  is  a 
rec'ognized  national  leader  in  this 
area  of  education,”  Dr.  Gvard 
state. 

In  addition  to  being  the  RMEL 
headquarters,  BYU  is  also  the  cen- 
ter for  one  of  the  five  projects  un- 
der research  by  the  lab.  Indivdual- 
ized  instruction  was  selected  as 
BYU’s  project  because  the  Uni- 
versity's Department  of  Experi- 
mental Education,  also  headed  by 
Dr.  Ovard,  has  been  working  on 
it  for  seven  years  and  has  an  ex- 
tensive background  in  research.
